OF  THE 

BABIES'  WARDS, 

Post  Graduate  Hospital, 

303  East  20th  Street,  New  York. 

Not  long  ago  the  remark  was  made  by  a  friend,  laugh- 
ingly but  still  with  a  touch  of  truth  in  it — "Well  you 
know  the  Badies'  Wards  Report  always  begins  with  a 
little  sermon."  Now  I  suppose  the  reason  of  this  must 
be  that  each  year's  experience  at  the  Babies'  Wards, 
differing  as  it  does  from  every  previous  year,  impresses 
upon  those  of  us  who  are  on  the  watch  for  its  lessons 
the  vital  importance  of  some  special  principle  which 
needs  the  consideration  of  us  all.  So  with  the  beginning 
of  each  New  Year  we  try  to  call  the  attention  of  every 
worker,  of  every  Committee,  of  every  member  of  the 
AuxiUary  connected  with  our  Wards,  and  indeed  of 
every  friend  among  the  public  at  large  to  some  one  truth 
which  may  inspire  our  work  during  the  ensuing  year, 
and  this  year  I  would  choose  for  my  text  a  few  lines 
from  a  poem  describing  a  furious  battle  where  all  the 
powers  of  evil  were  arrayed  against  the  right  which 
seemed  to  be  fast  losing  ground. 
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"A  craven  hung  along  the  battle's  edge 
And  thought — 'Had  I  a  sword  of  keener  steel — 
That  blue  blade  that  the  King's  son  bears — but  this 
Blunt  thing — '  He  snapt,  and  flung  it  from  his  hand 
And  cowering,  crept  away  and  left  the  field, 
Then  came  the  King's  son,  wounded,  sore  bestead 
And  weaponless,  and  saw  the  broken  sword 
Hilt  buried  in  the  dry  and  trodden  sand, 
And  ran  and  snatched  it,  and  with  battle  shout 
Lifted  afresh  he  hewed  his  enemy  down. 
And  saved  a  great  cause  that  heroic  day." 

We  are  standing  now  in  the  midst  of  a  tremendous 
combat  for  the  regeneration  of  our  city,  nay  of  our 
country,  and  there  is  not  a  single  one  of-  us  to  whom  a 
post  of  duty  has  not  been  assigned.  It  seems  at  times 
as  if  the  powers  of  darkness,  of  ignorance,  of  misery,  of 
starvation,  of  suffering,  of  injustice,  of  sin,  were  really 
gaining  on  us  and  too  many  cry  out  "Oh  if  I  only  had 
the  flawless  blade  of  a  king's  son,  I  could  sweep  away 
these  enemies  with  a  blow,  but  my  feeble  weapons  of 
patience  and  hard  work  and  self  sacrifice,  of  persistency 
and  of  courage  are  of  little  use ;"  and  so  they  quietly  drop 
out  of  the  struggle  and  take  up  a  life  of  pleasure  alone. 
It  is  an  easy  thing  in  moments  of  enthusiasm  to  paint 
the  joys  of  conflict  in  such  glowing  colors  that  a  great 
regiment, — or  shall  we  bring  it  home  and  say  a  great 
Committee — is  quickly  raised  and  marches  forth  with 
glittering  swords  and  waving  pennons,  but  the  shining 
weapons  soon  grow  rusty  and  are  thrown  away,  the 
banners  droop  under  stress  of  storm  and  one  after  another 
of  the  combatants  falls  out  from  the  ranks  in  hopeless 
discouragement.  Then  it  is  that  the  true  King's  son  is 
shown  in  the  one  who,  seizing  the  broken  and  half  buried 
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sword,  rallies  the  thinning  ranks  and  wrests  victory  even 
from  disaster.  Now  the  duty  assigned  to  us  in  this  great 
combat  is  the  rescue,  the  salvation  of  the  children,  of  the 
very  littlest  ones  of  this  great  city.  We  are  fighting  not 
for  their  lives  only,  not  merely  for  that  rather  deceptively 
attractive  end,  "the  lowering  of  the  infant  death  rate," 
but  we  are  fighting  to  lessen  the  dreadful,  the  mysterious 
suffering  of  innocent  childhood,  to  lift  from  tiny  shoulders 
the  woeful  burdens  of  inherited  sickness,  to  straighten 
the  maimed  limbs,  to  strengthen  the  wasted  bodies,  to 
give  back  that  sight  and  hearing  whose  loss  would  indeed 
prove  a  life  sentence  to  a  cruel  prison.  And  with  all 
these  evils  in  view  we  must  also  strive  so  to  ameliorate 
home  conditions  that  a  patient  cured  in  our  Wards  may 
not  be  returned  to  a  home  of  hopeless  ignorance  and  want. 
The  future  of  our  cities  lies  to  a  great  extent  with  its 
children  of  today.  An  enormous  amount  of  the  suffering 
and  sin  which  we  see  around  us  is  due  to  the  low  physical 
and  moral  conditions  of  a  vast  army  of  immigrants  which 
has  poured  into  our  city  within  the  past  10  years. 
They  are  sending  to  us,  at  times  in  almost  overwhelming 
numbers,  their  young  children  with  bodies  so  enfeebled 
by  the  starvation  and  suffering  of  generations  of  an- 
cestors that  the  task  before  us  is  indeed  a  tremendous  one. 

Now,  for  good  reasons,  during  the  past  year  the  Babies' 
Wards  have  not  been  able  to  command  for  the  fight 
Damascus  blades.  Within  that  period  the  new  buildings 
of  the  Post  Graduate — ^which  have  doubled  its  capacities 
and  quadrupled  the  value  of  its  work — have  been  opened. 
To  combine  under  one  head  and  practically  under  one 
roof  so  many  and  varied  interests,  to  properly  connect 
the  older  buildings  and  the  new  with  the  scores  of  con- 
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structional  and  administrative  changes  necessary,  has 
really  been  a  Herculean  labor.  The  entire  re-organiza- 
tion of  the  Training  School  required  for  the  training  of 
the  much  larger  body  of  nurses  needed,  has  demanded  a 
rare  executive  ability  which  has  now  been  most  fortun- 
ately secured  in  the  new  Superintendent  of  Nurses. 
The  long  and  conscientious  services  of  the  valued  Head 
Nurse  of  the  Babies'  Wards  resulted  last  winter  in  a  break 
down  which  necessitated  a  seven  months'  leave  of  ab- 
sence at  a  time  of  special  need.  The  Wards  have  also 
been  enormously  handicapped  by  being  torn  up  several 
times  for  the  changes  in  their  system  of  plumbing,  heat- 
ing, lighting,  etc.,  required  for  their  proper  connection 
with  the  new  building.  Some  of  our  most  important 
Committees  have  had  their  numbers  so  reduced  by 
epidemics  not  only  of  sickness  and  removals,  but  of 
matrimony  as  well,  that  it  was  feared  they  might  be 
given  up  entirely.  The  severe  illness  of  one  of  the  oldest 
and  ablest  of  the  Babies'  Wards  physicians  required  a 
year's  rest,  and  our  oldest  attending  surgeon  has  but 
just  taken  up  again  his  most  valuable  work  after  a 
detention  at  home  for  the  same  period.  While  the  en- 
forced absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Auxiliary  has 
thrown  much  extra  work  on  the  other  members. 

Certainly  there  might  be  some  excuse  for  the  faint- 
hearted who  would  feel  "Well  the  Babies'  Wards  can  do 
splendid  work  when  they  have  the  necessary  weapons; 
when  our  fine  blades  are  once  more  sharpened  and  in 
order  we  shall  start  up  and  win  the  battle,  but  with  all 
these  great  drawbacks  we  will  simply  close  part  of  our 
Wards  and  let  the  other  hospitals  keep  up  the  fight  for 
the  present."    But  it  is  a  cause  of  great  thankfulness 
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to  be  able  to  say  that  in  these  emergencies  a  score  of 
active  workers  have  remembered  that  the  heroic  soul  may 
win  the  battle  even  with  discarded  and  broken  weapons, 
and  we  can  truly  state  that  with  all  these  drawbacks 
more  and  better  work  has  been  done  in  the  Babies'  Wards 
during  the  past  year  than  perhaps  ever  before.  Fifteen 
hundred  and  forty-one  children  have  been  treated,  three 
hundred  and  fifty  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
death  rate  has  been  four  per  cent,  lower  than  in  any  other 
year,  while  the  number  of  complete  recoveries  has  been 
surprisingly  large  in  spite  of  the  necessary  disorder  of 
the  Wards  which  has  been  at  times  very  great,  and  the 
standard  of  nursing  has  been  kept  higher  than  ever. 
The  Girls'  Visiting  Committee  has  been  re-organized 
under  a  new  and  most  able  President,  and  with  a  new 
name  is  entering  enthusiastically  into  more  extended 
work  than  before,  and  we  feel  sure  that  the  Sunbeam 
League,  our  very  earliest  helper,  will  prove  itself  more 
than  worthy  of  its  new  title  "The  Junior  Auxiliary." 
The  absence  of  the  Chairman  has  shown  that  our  Ladies 
Auxiliary  is  composed  of  Chairmen,  and  every  one 
has  rallied  to  carry  on  the  work.  The  very  busy  women, 
the  only  ones  ever  to  be  relied  on  for  extra  help,  have 
found  that  they  could  give  more  time  to  the  Wards  than 
even  before.  The  well-to-do  have  contributed  more 
liberally  from  their  abundance,  and  those  less  fortunate 
have  given  what  was  even  more  valuable  their  time  and 
their  interest.  Let  us  take  to  our  hearts  once  more 
Carlyle's  inspiring  thought — "Know  that  the  word 
impossible  when  truth  and  mercy  order,  has  no  place  in 
the  brave  man's  dictionary.  That  when  all  man  have 
said  'impossible'  and  tumbled  noisely  else  whither  then 
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first  thy  time  and  possibility  have  come."  Only  the 
craven  slinks  away  from  battle  because  his  weapon  is 
not  to  his  taste.  The  King's  son  even  with  a  broken 
blade  wins  the  day. 

As  you  walk  through  the  Babies'  Wards  and  see  the 
many  little  ones  playing  cheerfully  about,  though  per- 
haps well  bandaged,  and  notice  that  even  the  majority 
of  those  in  the  cribs  look  contented  and  comfortable, 
with  tears  the  exception  and  not  the  rule,  you  are  some- 
times tempted  to  say,  "Well,  these  patients  don't  look 
as  wretchedly  poor  and  sufifering  as  I  had  supposed." 
It  is  almost  impossible,  however,  for  any  of  us  to  realize 
the  amount  of  work  in  a  dozen  different  lines  which  has 
been  necessary  before  they  have  reached  the  conditions 
you  are  rather  criticizing.  So  each  year  we  give  a  half 
dozen  cases  from  our  Head  Nurse's  note  book,  not  pe- 
culiar ones,  but  merely  typical  of  the  histories  of  our 
patients  and  what  they  have  undergone  often  so  smil- 
ingly as  to  indeed  teach  us  a  lesson. 

Isaac  and  Sam,  little  black-eyed  Russian  Jews,  twin 
babies  11  weeks  old,  were  brought  to  the  hospital  in  a 
seemingly  dying  condition.  Their  father  was  out  of 
work,  there  were  four  other  children,  and  the  parents 
were  both  too  poor  and  too  ignorant  to  obtain  proper 
food  for  the  twins  who  were  much  emaciated  and  with 
severe  bowel  trouble.  They  responded  very  slowly  to 
treatment,  but  after  some  weeks  in  the  Wards  we  were 
able  to  send  them  home  entirely  well,  mth  a  wonderful 
gain  in  weight.  The  mother  was  referred  to  one  of  the 
pure  Milk  Stations  for  the  proper  milk,  and  was  shown 
how  to  continue  the  feeding  of  her  babies  as  desired  by 
the  doctor  who  had  the  charge  of  them  while  in  the  Wards. 
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Our  Visiting  Nurse  reported  that  the  twins  were  improv- 
ing all  the  time  and  did  not  look  much  like  the  starved 
little  creatures  they  were  when  admitted  to  the  Babies' 
Wards.  Katherine,  one  of  our  rare  American  cases — now 
in  the  Wards — a  dear  little  blue-eyed,  brown -haired  girl, 
one  of  six  children,  was  admitted  some  months  ago  with 
stricture  of  the  oesophagus.  She  had  drunk  by  mistake 
some  lye  and  after  a  while  it  was  noticed  that  she  could 
not  swallow  any  solid  food,  and  a  little  later  not  even 
fluids,  and  she  was  brought  to  us  starving  to  death. 
The  smallest  bougie  could  not  be  passed  through  the 
oesophagus,  and  an  immediate  operation  was  imperative 
to  save  her  life.  The  abdomen  and  stomach  were  opened 
and  a  tube  inserted  in  the  stomach  through  which  she 
was  fed  for  months,  while  the  needed  treatment  for  the 
gradual  dilation  of  the  oesophagus  was  carried  out  almost 
daily.  She  has  now  gained  wonderfully  in  weight,  and 
is  able  to  take  almost  any  food  by  the  mouth,  but  the 
tube  is  still  kept  in  the  stomach  through  the  abdominal 
wound,  and  each  week  bougies  are  passed  through  the 
oesophagus  and  out  of  the  stomach  so  that  the  oesopha- 
gus may  be  kept  dilated.  In  a  short  time  the  tube  will 
be  removed,  the  wound  closed  and  the  child  made  per- 
fectly well.  She  is  a  most  wonderful  little  patient,  never 
moans  or  cries  during  the  painful  and  strenuous  treatment, 
and  has  won  the  heart  of  every  one  by  her  patience  and 
cheerfulness. 

Johann,  a  little  German  boy  four  years  old,  was 
brought  to  the  Hospital  terribly  burned.  His  mother 
had  left  him  in  the  kitchen  to  take  care  of  two  younger 
"babies"  while  she  went  to  a  store,  and  in  playing  about 
he  pulled  over  a  pot  of  boiling  water  from  the  stove,

burning  most  severely  the  entire  right  side  of  the  body. 
He  was  in  great  agony  when  admitted,  the  skin  coming 
oflE  as  his  clothes  were  removed.  He  was  placed  at  once 
in  a  tub  of  water  and  made  as  comfortable  as  possible, 
then  dressings  were  applied  and  soothing  medicine  ad- 
ministered to  give  him  some  sleep.  He  was  in  the  Wards 
for  a  number  of  months,  as  it  was  necessary  to  have  skin 
grafted  again  and  again  over  the  burned  area  until  it 
was  entirely  healed.  The  problem  of  skin  grafting  is  not 
a  simple  one,  for  the  giving  of  one's  skin  means  much 
suffering  and  inconvenience.  The  parents  of  the  child 
often  are  unable  or  unwilHng  to  give  it,  and  much  credit 
is  due  to  the  nurses  and  doctors  for  their  self-sacrificing 
efforts  in  this  direction.  Johann  at  last  grew  fat  and 
strong  and  was  discharged,  having  gained  immensely 
in  every  way  during  his  stay  in  the  Hospital. 

Mary  S.,  a  tiny  four  weeks'  old  baby,  bom  prematurely, 
and  an  hour  after  its  mother's  death,  was  brought  to  us 
weighing  only  about  three  pounds,  weak  and  emaciated, 
unable  to  take  any  preparation  of  food  and  it  seemed 
impossible  to  save  her  for  a  father  who  was  devoted  to 
her.  A  wet  nurse  was  at  once  engaged  and  the  child 
fed  with  breast  milk  by  a  medicine  dropper  for  days. 
Her  general  condition  soon  began  to  improve,  she  grew 
a  little  stronger  and  became  able  to  nurse  from  the  breast ; 
after  two  months  treatment  she  had  gained  wonderfully  in 
weight,  and  was  well  on  the  road  to  that  complete  recovery 
which  we  trust  awaits  her  in  one  of  those  good  families  in 
Morristown  to  whom  that  noble  Speedwell  Society  has  sent 
her.  Mrs.  W. ,  an  Irish  widow,  came  to  our  clinic  bringing 
four  children,  the  oldest  a  girl  of  six  years.  The  woman 
said  she  was  living  in  a  basement,  that  the  children  all 
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caught  cold,  and  first  one  and  then  another  complained 
of  earache.  Two  of  them  she  said  were  burning  up  with 
fever  and  she  had  been  awake  with  them  the  whole 
previous  night.  The  doctor  carefully  examined  all  the 
children,  and  two  were  at  once  sent  to  the  Babies'  Wards 
suffering  from  severe  mastoiditis  and  needing  immediate 
operation  to  save  their  hearing.  Two  weeks  later  the 
third  child  was  admitted  and  also  operated  on  for 
mastoiditis.  The  remaining  child  was  treated  in  the 
clinic.  They  were  really  wonderful  little  patients,  so 
contented  and  cheerful,  and  though  their  recovery  was 
slow,  they  were  all  discharged  at  last  well  and  strong 
again  and  with  hearing  completely  restored.  The 
mother  has  these  four  little  ones  and  her  own  mother  to 
.support.  She  worked  out  by  the  day  and  earned  six  or 
eight  dollars  a  week  at  best.  Some  time  after  the  young- 
est child  was  brought  to  the  Wards  with  Empyema  and  is 
still  with  us,  as  she  is  very  delicate  and  the  home  con- 
ditions have  been  so  poor.  How  to  change  these  home 
conditions  so  that  there  may  be  reasonable  hope  for 
children  who  have  all  been  returned  in  good  health,  is 
one  of  the  many  problems  confronting  us,  which  must 
be  solved  through  the  efforts  of  our  Visiting  Nurse,  part 
of  whose  Annual  Report  we  give  below. 

"The  total  number  of  visits  during  the  year  were  1,754. 
During  these  visits  I  have  taught  the  preparation  of  a 
child's  feeding,  dressed  and  undressed  a  baby  explaining 
the  proper  way  of  clothing  it,  changed  surgical  dressings, 
bathed  a  child,  prepared  different  articles  of  food  for 
convalescent  or  poorly  nourished  children ;  given  a  sick 
mother  a  bed  bath;  explained  and  taught  hygiene  to  the 
fathers  as  well  as  child  hygiene  to  the  mothers,  and  in 
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any  and  every  way  tried  to  help  and  encourage  in  the 
special  manner  which  the  case  at  issue  seemed  to  need. 
One  of  the  important  parts  of  the  work  is  the  placing  of 
the  needy  cases  in  touch  with  the  different  Charitable 
Organizations  of  the  city,  which  embrace  among  other 
things,  the  Relief  Stations,  relief  in  the  house,  the  adopt- 
ing and  housing  of  imcared-for  children,  the  placing  in 
Convalescent  Homes,  the  Summer  Vacations,  and  the 
Milk  Stations.  The  Day  Excursions  provided  last  sum- 
mer by  the  Girls'  Visiting  Committee  were  most  accept- 
able to  many  of  the  families.  There  have  been  during 
the  year  four  cases  of  abandonment.  Three  of  them 
admitted  in  a  dying  condition  died  in  the  Hospital 
almost  directly.  The  fourth,  a  delicate  little  baby 
of  Jewish  extraction,  was  placed  in  the  Jewish  Infant 
Orphan  Asylum.  Each  case  has  its  peculiar  interest 
and  the  one  or  two  that  follow  are  in  no  way  unusual. 
Louis  N.,  1 J  years  old,  is  one  of  five  children  living  in  3 
tiny  rooms.  Some  time  ago  the  father  was  near  the  bed 
smoking,  when  it  caught  fire  and  he  was  very  badly 
burned  and  has  been  \mable  to  work  ever  since.  So  the 
mother  has  an  invalid  husband  and  five  children  to  care 
for  and  support.  It  has  been  arranged  to  pay  her  rent 
temporarily,  and  she  is  doing  what  she  can  to  feed  and 
keep  the  family  together,  wliile  the  Babies'  Wards  is 
caring  for  little  Louis  who  is  recovering  finely  from 
his  most  severe  attack  of  pneumonia.  Baby  George's 
father  was  drowned  last  fall  and  his  mother,  a  nice 
little  English  woman,  was  obliged  to  take  a  position 
as  waitress  to  earn  a  living  for  herself  and  child.  The 
baby  only  five  months'  old  was  boarded  out,  taken 
with  pneumonia  and  brought  to  the  Wards.  The  mother 
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is  most  thankful  for  all  that  is  being  done  for  him,  as  she 
has  so  little  time  to  spare  for  the  child.  It  has  been 
a  great  comfort  to  know  that  everything  that  can 
possibly  be  done  for  her  baby  is  being  done  to  save  it. 
The  word  of  cheer,  the  fact  that  we  are  interested  and 
reall>;  care,  does  so  much.  How  often  have  I  heard  "I 
was  so  discouraged,  but  I  do  feel  a  little  better  now;  do 
all  the  Hospitals  care  about  us,  like  the  Babies'  Wards?" 

The  message  I  carry  into  every  house  is  "Come  to  us 
just  as  soon  as  the  baby  is  sick,  don't  wait,  come  right 
in  the  beginning,  we  are  your  friend  and  want  to  do  all  we 
can  to  help  you,  that  is  what  'Babies'  Wards'  stands  for."

Our  warmest  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Country  Home 
for  Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff,  which  during  the 
past  season  gave  most  admirable  care  to  74  of  our  little 
patients,  the  largest  number  they  have  ever  received 
from  us  in  one  season.  Also  to  the  Speedwell  Society 
which  took  45  of  our  tinest  ones,  some  of  them  in  a  most 
serious  condition  from  malnutrition  and  hospitalism, 
too  ill  to  be  received  in  any  ordinary  Home,  and  by 
placing  them  out  in  families  in  Morristown  under  super- 
vision of  a  trained  nurse,  saved  many  young  lives.  We 
would  express  here  our  special  thanks  to  the  Girls' 
Visiting  Committee,  now  the  Social  Service  Committee, 
who  have  paid  the  entire  salary  of  our  valuable  Visiting 
Nurse  during  the  past  year. 

The  Babies'  Wards  Guild,  by  providing  the  bedding 
for  the  Wards  during  a  very  trying  year,  has  given 
invaluable  service,  as  has  also  the  Junior  Auxiliary. 
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Reports  follow  of  the  work  of  the  several  important 
Guilds  and  Committees  connected  with  the  Wards,  and 
we  must  add  our  most  hearty  thanks  to  the  cotmtless 
Associations  and  individuals  both  in  New  York  and 
throughout  the  country  whose  kindly  efforts  have 
furnished  so  many  of  the  innumerable  articles  needed 
each  year  in  a  Babies'  Hospital.  While  back  of  all  of 
these  and  underlying  them  all,  deep  gratitude  is  due 
to  the  many  generous  friends  upon  whose  pecuniary 
gifts  the  very  existence  of  the  Wards  has  rested. 

The  vital  needs  of  the  Babies'  Wards  at  present  are: 

1st.  An  increased  number  of  annual  subscriptions 
and  special  donations  large  and  small.  On  these  depend 
the  salaries  of  our  head  nurse  and  assistant,  the  pro- 
vision of  an  occasional  wet  nurse,  all  extra  help  at  the 
times  when  the  Wards  are  overcrowded,  and  the  supply 
of  medical  and  surgical  appliances  in  emergencies.  As 
gifts  even  of  very  small  sums  are  gratefully  received, 
this  way  of  helping  sick  children  is  within  reach  of  all. 

2d.  Several  more  supported  beds  by  the  gift  of  $200 
annually,  which  allows  the  privilege  of  naming  the 
crib  and  having  a  shield  over  it,  either  as  a  memorial 
or  otherwise.  Surely  there  are  few  ways  in  which 
$200  could  do  more  good  than  in  saving  the  lives  or 
alleviating  the  sufferings  of  many  little  ones  each  year. 

3d.  Gifts  of  clothing,  new  and  old.  Over  4,000  gar- 
ments are  literally  used  up  each  year,  and  we  would 
most  earnestly  beg  that  sewing  classes,  schools,  societies 
and  individuals,  not  only  in  this  city  but  also  through- 
out the  country,  would  remember  this  most  pressing 
need.  Full  particulars  are  given  in  appendix  following. 
Gifts  of  toys,  especially  dolls  and  rattles,  of  fruit  and 


homemade  jellies  are  greatly  needed,  as  well  as  the 
personal  help  of  those  willing  to  give  even  a  small 
portion  of  their  time.  An  especial  appeal  is  made  to 
churches,  Sunday  schools  and  individuals  to  give  an 
hour  Sunday  afternoon  to  the  singing  of  hymns,  lulla- 
bies, etc.,  in  the  Wards.  This  would  give  very  great 
pleasure  to  the  little  ones.  Any  willing  to  help  in  this 
way  will  please  apply  to  the  chairman  of  the  Ladies' 
Committee  and  dates  will  be  assigned  them.

The  Babies'  Wards  cared  last  year  for  1,541  little 
sufferers,  doing  everything  that  was  possible  to  help 
them,  through  the  best  medical  skill,  the  most  con- 
scientious Trained  nursing  and  the  provision  of  every 
comfort  and  appliance  that  an  intelligent  sympathy 
could  suggest.  To  meet  this  greatly  increased  work 
we  must  look  to  its  friends  for  a  correspondingly  in- 
creased support.  The  attention  of  us  all  just  now  is 
being  called  to  the  important  question  of  Child  Labor 
which  in  many  of  its  forms  is  really  appalling.  Let  us 
not  forget,  however,  that  to  the  healthy  child  a  certain 
amount  of  well  regulated  labor  is  not  a  curse  but  a 
blessing,  and  that  while  no  effort  should  be  spared  to 
secure  the  legislation  needed  for  the  proper  regulation 
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of  the  amount  of  labor  a  child  may  undertake,  the  post 
which  has  been  given  to  us  in  the  great  battle  for  the 
betterment  of  the  children  of  our  city  is  one  in  which  the 
issues  of  life  and  death  are  involved. 

The  Babies'  Wards  are  working  for  the  end  that  the 
little  children  of  the  poor  should  be  started  out  in  life, 
which  must  truly  be  for  most  of  them  a  bitter  struggle, 
with  those  sound  bodies,  those  perfect  faculties,  which 
alone  can  keep  them  from  falling  early  by  the  way. 
The  work  needed  for  a  task  of  such  vital  importance  as 
this  must  indeed  be  a  costly  one,  costly  in  time,  costly 
in  sympathy,  costly  in  money.  In  days  of  endless  calls 
upon  us  in  every  direction  each  one  of  these  gifts  must 
demand  some  real  self-sacrifice  on  your  part.  Yet 
remembering  what  sickness  and  suffering  even  with 
every  alleviation  mean  to  us — with  what  agony  we  face 
the  death  of  our  loved  ones  even  softened  by  the  knowl- 
edge that  every  resource  has  been  exhausted  for  their 
help,  we  call  upon  you  confidently  for  that  aid  which 
alone  will  enable  us  to  lighten  the  sufferings,  to  save 
the  lives  of  the  hundreds  of  helpless  little  ones  who  are 
now  appealing  to  us. 

"The  poor  that  here  within  our  reach  have  need 
Stricken  in  body,  helpless  all  elsewise. 
It  is  for  them  this  day  that  we  do  plead, 
God's  suffering  ones,  the  souls  in  dreary  guise ; 
It  was  their  kind  that  to  the  Master's  feet 
For  healing  crept,  kissing  His  garment's  hem. — 
Oh !  fortunate  ones  to  whom  this  life  is  sweet

Patterns  for  clothing  will  be  furnished  on  application 
to  Chairman  of  Clothing  Committee,  Mrs.  Henry 
Steers,  Portchester,  New  York. 

Babies'  White  Muslin  Slips,  simply  made.  Socks, 
Cotton  Diapers,  Flannel  Bands. 

Short  Dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham.  Short 
White  Flannel  Skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists. 
Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  six 
years  old.    Night  Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts,  for  children  from  ten  months  to  six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden. 
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Pads,  27  by  36  inches,  of  unbleached  musHn,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  batting  firmly  quilted  in. 

Coverlets,  1  yard  by  1^  yards,  white  cheesecloth,  with 
double  interlining  of  cotton  batting:  button -holed 
round  the  edges  and  caught  down  in  tufts  with  pink 
or  blue  washing  crewel.    A  special  need. 

Half  Worn  Clothing  and  Old  Blankets  for  children 
convalescents  discharged  from  the  Wards.  An  old 
overcoat  or  shawl  is  sometimes  the  only  article 
brought  to  cover  a  discharged  child  recovering  from 
pneumonia. 


REPORT  OF  CLOTHING  COMMITTEE 

We  have  expended  this  year  $300.41  for  materials, 
shoes,  rompers,  stockings  and  underwear.  We  are 
fortunate  in  having  all  materials  made  into  the  necessary 
garments  free  of  cost  to  us  by  the  Christ  Church  Sewing 
Society.  This  season  they  will  make  for  us  8  dozen 
winter  night-gowns,  16  dozen  dresses,  12  dozen  slips,  and 
will  sew  500  squares  and  6  dozen  infants'  flannel  skirts. 
They  also  do  all  cutting  of  materials  free  of  charge  to  us. 
We  have  supplied  also  18  pairs  of  shoes,  12  dozen  under- 
vests,  16  dozen  under-waists,  20  dozen  pairs  of  stockings, 
4  dozen  pairs  of  hose  supporters,  38  rompers,  assorted 
sizes,  which  is  quite  an  increase  on  our  last  season's 
purchases.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COM- 
MITTEE OF  THE  BABIES'  WARDS. 


Under  the  auspices  of  Mrs.  Cobb  a  bridge  tournament 
was  given  last  January  for  the  support  of  the  district 
nurse.  It  was  a  great  success,  over  $1,200  being  raised. 
Drives  were  arranged  for  the  children  during  the  hot 
weather,  flowers  were  supplied  at  Easter  and  other  times, 
treats  were  given  to  the  children  on  holidays,  and  such 
clothing  and  shoes  as  Miss  Ding  thought  necessary  were 
provided  for  the  convalescent  babies  returning  to  their 
homes. 

On  the  26th  of  November,  the  Babies'  Wards  Visiting 
Committee  was  reorganized,  and  the  name  changed  to 
the  Social  Service  Committee  of  the  Babies'  Wards. 
This  name  was  thought  more  appropriate  for  the  broader 
work  that  the  members  now  tmdertake.  The  Committee 
was  then  divided  into  three  sub-committees.  First, 
the  Ward  Visiting  Committee,  whose  members  have 
visited  the  Wards  practically  every  day  since  the  above 
mentioned  date.    Secondly,  the  Entertainment  Com- 
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mittee,  whose  members  are  arranging  two  performances 
of  tableaux  posed  by  Mr.  John  W.  Alexander  on  the  27th 
and  28th  of  January,  for  which  Mrs.  Orme  Wilson  has 
very  kindly  lent  her  house,  and  the  proceeds  of  which 
will  be  used  for  the  salary  of  Mrs.  Smith,  the  district 
nurse  and  for  the  support  of  our  two  beds.  Thirdly, 
the  Social  Service  Committee,  which  supplies  such  food 
and  clothing  as  Mrs.  Smith  may  require  for  needy  cases 
outside  the  hospital,  its  object  being  to  help  her  in  her 
work  in  caring  for  the  children  after  they  are  returned 
to  their  homes. 

Many  thanks  are  due  Mrs.  David  Wagstaff,  whose 
hard  work  made  the  Christmas  Tree  most  successful, 
and  the  other  members  of  the  Committee  who  have  been 
most  conscientious  in  their  visiting  and  whose  efforts 
have  aided  Mrs.  Smith  in  continuing  her  good  work.

(SUNBEAM  LEAGUE.) 

1912 

The  Report  of  the  Sunbeam  League  has  been  written 
for  the  last  time,  but  the  work  of  the  League  will  be 
carried  on  by  the  same  group  of  workers  under  their  new 
name  The  Junior  Auxiliary.  The  Sunbeam  League 
was  formed  many  years  ago  with  its  principal  object 
the  cheering  and  diverting  of  the  sick  children,  homesick 
perhaps  on  admittance,  or  fretful  and  weary  after  a 
severe  operation  or  a  long  and  tedious  illness.  The 
ministrations  of  a  little  human  sunbeam  being  found  as 
important  to  the  recovery  of  the  small  patient  as  God's 
good  sunshine  that  poured  into  the  big,  airy  Wards. 
As  the  years  have  passed,  our  work  has  changed  and 
broadened,  the  roll  of  playmate  has  long  been  given  over 
to  the  younger  Ward  Visiting  Committee,  and  this  Spring 
came  our  change  of  name  to  the  more  fitting  title,  our 
aim  being  to  work  in  with  and  supplement  the  larger 
activities  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee.  The 
change  of  name  has  been  the  only  departure  from  our 
regular  routine,  as  our  former  work  has  gone  on  as  usual. 
Two  beds  have  been  supported  in  the  Babies'  Wards, 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  have  been  pro- 
vided, also  red  stockings  fuir  of  toys  for  Christmas 
morning  and  wreaths  of  green  for  the  holiday  decora- 
tions. Small  articles  of  silverware  and  china,  also 
clothing,  have  been  sent  in,  including  one  himdred 
garments  from  the  Needlework  Guild,  through  one  of 
the  members  of  the  Clothing  Committee.    The  children

have  had  their  bi-weekly  treat  of  ice-cream,  and  two 
barrels  of  apple  jelly  have  done  much  toward  replenishing 
the  jam-closet.  The  toy-boxes  have  been  kept  in  order, 
and  filled  with  fresh  toys,  as  far  as  possible,  but  contri- 
butions of  home-made  jellies  and  new  or  half-worn  toys 
are  most  gratefully  received,  as  little  mouths  are  always 
clamoring  for  more  jelly,  and  little  hands  reaching  out  for 
something  to  play  with.  Drives  in  the  Park  during  the 
hot  weather  gave  the  needed  breath  of  fresh  air  and  a 
glimpse  of  grass  and  trees  to  our  small  convalescents. 
A  Fair  was  held  this  Fall  to  raise  the  sum  needed  to 
support  our  second  bed,  and,  thanks  to  the  kindness  of 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee, 
who  gave  us  the  room  at  the  Plaza,  we  were  able  to 
make  enough  to  carry  on  our  work  for  next  year,  although 
owing  to  the  fact  that  there  were  other  fairs  on  the  same 
day,  we  made  far  less  than  we  could  have  wished.  How- 
ever, our  interest  in  the  Babies'  Wards  is  as  deep  as  ever, 
and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  help  for  many  years  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BABIES'  WARDS  GUILD. 

The  Report  of  the  Babies'  Wards  Guild  for  the  year 
just  ended  must  be  little  more  than  a  repetition  of  the 
reports  of  the  last  ten  years,  We  have  as  usual  supported 
our  bed  in  the  Innocenti  Ward,  and  have  supplied  all  the 
bed-linen,  comfortables  and  towels  needed  in  the  Wards. 
The  demands  made  upon  the  Guilds  this  year  have  been 
greater  than  before  and  to  help  meet  this  we  gave  last 
spring  a  very  successful  entertainment  at  Delmonico's.
